An attempt to make the University 
of Chicago more nonsectarian in char- 
| acter is being pushed by the board of 
trustees. They have forwarded to the 
board of education of the Northern 
Baptist ention, the only body em- 
powered to make changes in the con- 
stitution, certain recommendations de- 
signed to that end. 

The recommendations are two in 
“number. ‘The’ first/is the stipulation 
that the president of the university 
must be a member of the Baptist 
church shall be removed from the char- 
ter. The second urges that the num- 
der of trustees be increased from twen- 
ty- one of whom fourteen must be Bap- 
tists, to twenty-five, of whom fifteen 
must bé members of that church. 


Get Rockefeller's O. K. 


These recommendations have been 
approved by John D. Rockefeller, who 
in 1909 signed a waiver of any obstacle ! 
to such changes when and if proposed. 
‘Mr. Rockefeller, who; in addition .to 
his gift of $600,000 when the present 
wniversity was founded in 1890, has 
with his son made other gifts amount- 
ing to more than $30,000,000, confirmed 
his waiver in a letter written on March 
7 last. 


In addition, 98 per cent of the other 


Baptist donors to the university have 
filed similar waivers and expressed 
themselves in favor of the change, 
This represents practically the whole 
number of Baptist donors, the other 2 
per cent being accounted for by those’ 
who have since died. _ 


Cite Changed Status. 


In a statement issued yesterday the 
trustees point out that the university 
today is a different organization from 
the college, intended some day to be 
a modest university, than it was when 
founded. Today its students number 
in. the course of a year about 13,000, 

In such circumstances the trustees 
feel that only men of thé highest char:

They admit that the Baptist denomina- 
tion, may always be able to produce 
such men, but point out that there is 
no assyrance of their availability Se 
the position of president.

For a batik handkerchief is not one 
of many. It stands alone. It must be 
painted by hand, not involved in me- 
chanical reproduction. Batik is one of 
the oldest crafts of the orient. The 
name itself is Asiatic, India, Java, and 
Japan being the places where the high- 
est skill in the art was achieved. Any- 
thing to do with personal adornment 
became a popular art way back before 
men wore knickers, and so batik was 
developed and passed along from cen- 
tury to century to its present vogue 
for golfers and plain citizens. The 
process is simple but takes a certain 
artistic knack. Roughly, the method 
is this. Liquid wax is applied to a fab- 
ric so that it forms either a pattern or 
a background for a pattern. When the 
wax is cold, the cloth is immersed in a 
cold dye bath. The waxed parts do not

FORD UNDERBIDS 
WALL ST., LENDS 
DETROIT $2,000,000 


Detroit, Mich, May 24.—[Special.]— 
Henry Ford today was seen as a com- 
petitor with Wall street for the financ- 
ing of Detroit, when it became known 
that he had advanced to the city 8500, 
000.0n a short loan, and that within the 
next few days he will lend $1,500,000 
more. The $500,000: went through the 
Bank of Detroit Thursday morning. 


In making these loans Ford has out- 
bid the New York bankers and has per- 
mitted the city to borrow money at 4 
per cent interest instead of the 4% de- 
manded by the money lenders in the 
east. 

It was generally considered that New 
York bankers would resent the Ford 
dealings with Detroit, as in the last 
several years Wall street has handled 
practically all of the city's financing.

What Chicago paid for a quart of these 
berries the womenfolks don't have to be 
told. Looks pretty bad? But there is 
another side, as usual. Even at 2 cents 
per quart the average grower realized 
a gross of $48 per acre of berries. As a 
matter of fact the first berries shipped 
brought $6 per crate, and over 50 per 
cent of the crop was sold at prices over 
$3.50 per crate before the market broke. 

The railroad didn’t get so much. 

Freight and icing charges on a car from 
here to Chicago are $179.90 a car of 448 
crates. This figures out about 40 cents 
per crate, or less than 2 cents per quart. 

Delivered at Chicago the berries cost 
$1.90 a crate, or a trifie under 8 cents 
per quart. Local distribution costs and 
profits took the difference between that 
and the retail price. A heavy toll, but 
everyone who handled the berries ren- 
dered some service that the ultimate con- 
sumer needed or demanded, and thus 
had to pay for.
